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ST. LOUIS LINDBERGH TROPHY COLLECTION 
RECALLS FAMED FLIGHT OF 25 YEARS AGO

C en tra l Press Co rresp o n d en t 
ST. LOUIS, Mo.—More than 75 
million persona will hav e v isited 
the Charles A. Lindbergh trophy 
collection here by May 20, the 25th 
anniv ersary of a flight tha t started 
a new age in av iation. 
A world’s hero worship is en­ 
shrined in the collection—medals, 
gifts, trinkets and mementoes from 
ev ery state and alm ost ev ery n a­ 
tion. They range from a lifetime 
m em bership in the National Asso­ 
ciation of Professional 
Baseball 
Leagues to the United States Dis­ 
tinguished H yin g Cross and the 
Congressional Medal of Honor. 
The collection contains v irtually 
ev erything connected with Lind­ 
bergh’s transatlantic flight except 
the plane itself—the 
S p irit o f S t. 
L o u is—which hangs in the Sm ith­ 
sonian Institution in Washington, 
D. C. Ev en parts of that are here 
— an altitude m eter and a quart 
of oil drained from the engine 
afte r the plane landed in Paris. 
The flying suit which Lindbergh 
wore on tile New York to P aris 
flight is kept in a separate case 
along with a pair of boots which 
he designed himself when he was 
unable to buy a pair sufficiently 
light for his purposes. 
Visitors to the collection, which 
is housed in the Jefferson Me­ 
morial in F orest park, can trace 
the route of the fam ous flight on 
the v ery cha rt which Lindbergh 
used. The route is sketched on the 
cha rt in a precise semicircle end­ 
ing a t LeBourget field, Paris.

ONE item in the collection was 
w orth $ 25,000 to Lindbergh—the 
Raym ond Orteig aw ard which led 
him to undertake the flight. 
O rteig offered in 1919 a prize of 
$ 25,000 to the first man to fly non­ 
stop between New York and Paris. 
The thought of attem pting the 
flight occurred to Lindbergh one 
night in the fall of 1926 when he 
w as flying an air mail route. 
Lindy 
obtained 
backing 
from 
nine prom inent St. Louisans, or­ 
dered 
construction 
of 
a 
R yan 
monoplane, and a few months later 
the prize was his. 
The certificate of aw ard records 
tha t Caph Charles A. Lindbergh 
completed the flight on the "21st 
day of May, 1927, after a flight of 
3,600 miles in an elapsed tim e of 
33 hours and 33 minutes a t an 
av erage speed of 107 Va miles an 
hour.”

The collection was started by 
the Missouri Historical society as 
a 10-day exhibit beginning June 
25, 
1927.

They hav e been on display ev er 
since, and the crowds are still 
growing.

'Ghost7 Community Of Auburn 
Fights W ay Back Out Of Grave

AUBURN, N. 
Y — 
—Some 
A m erican com m unities, on losing 
their chief industry, dwindle un- i 
til they becom e little more than 
ghost towns. 
A uburn is an exam ple of a town 
that 
faced 
this 
problem 
and 


fought back. 
As a result of inspired action 
by its citizenry, this Central New j 
York farm trading and m an u fac­ 
turing center of 36,500 population 
today faces a m ore prosperous 


future than ev er. 
In more than 150 years Auburn 
had grown from a pioneer v illage 
to a well balanced, pleasant corn 
i 
triunity with som e 26 v aried in­ 
dustries. It also is the site of a 
state prison, w here in the 1820s 
the first cell blocks were built 
that later becom e the pattern of 
A m erican prison architecture 
D isaster threatened 
the 
town 
when its leading industry, the In­ 
ternational H arv ester Co., decid­ 
ed to pull out. That m eant the 
loss of 1,500 jobs and a $ 5 million 
annual blow. 
The firm gav e 18 m onths’ no­ 
tice of its intentions. E v ery civ ic 
attem pt to sav e it prov ed futile. 
In 1950 International 
H arv ester 
shut down its plant here, and as 
a gesture of good will sold 
its 
buildings for $ 1 to a group of cit­ 
izens who organized an industrial 
dev elopm ent com m ittee. 
Local leaders raised $ 50,000 to 
finance the co m m ittee’s effort to 
lure new industries. At first som e 
businessm en held back, 
saying, 
“ why should we help 
get 
new-

These Days 


During China’s past century o f civ il war 
and tribulatio n, it has been British po licy 
to bend to lo cal co nditio ns rather than to 
insist upo n general principles. In pursuit o f 
this po licy they pro mo ted their trade. 


This go es back a distance in the histo ry 
. f China. Fo r instance during the Taiping 
Rebellio n (18 4 8 -18 6 5 ), it was British po licy 
to suppo rt the Manchu civ nasty against the 
rebels, but Shanghai, Ho n ko ng and N an­ 


kin g did business with the Taipings in spite 
o f their peculiarities. During Sun Y a t-sen ’s 
first successful rev o lutio n (19 11), the s a m e 
pro gram w as fo llo wed, a thriv ing business 
being do ne with the rev o lutio nary fo rces, 
w ho were alm o st imm ediately 
reco gnized 
upo n their v icto ry . Similarly , when Chiang 
Kai-shek 
established 
his go v ernm ent in 
Nanking in 19 27 , the British v ied with the 
A m ericans as to who wo uld be the first to 
reco gnize Chiang. 
Ev en when lo cal go v ernm ents c a m e into 
po wer during the perio d o f the Tuchuns 
(19 16 -19 27 ), altho ugh these warlo rds co uld 
no t be reco gnized, clo se relatio ns w ere e s­ 
tablished by all co untries with them and 
the British w ere particularly adept in their 
handling o f s o m e o f them. 
Fo r instance, 
Chang Tso -lin w a s fo r m any y ears the m a s ­ 
ter o f Manchuria, igno ring the autho rity o f 
the reco gnized 
natio nal 
go v ernm ent. All 
fo reign po w ers paid co urt to him. 
Thus, when the Co mmunists co nquered 
China in 19 4 9 , the British po sitio n sim pli­ 
fied itself to the fact that tile area w a s held 
by the blighters and they might just as well 
get o n with business. They swiftly reco g­ 
nized Mao -Tze-tung’s go v ernm ent to the 
disadv antage o f the United States. 
Ho ng­ 
ko ng in 19 5 0 and 19 5 1 did such a thriv ing 
business as it had nev er kno wn befo re and 
fo r a time it w a s British po licy to describe 
Mao as an Oriental Tito . 
But to ward the end o f 19 5 1, the business 
tapered o ff, principally because the Uni­ 
ted States co uld no t understand ho w the 
British co uld sell materials useful in war 
which the Chinese Co m m unists w ere using 
no t o nly to kill A m ericans but so m e British. 
Besides, the Chinese 
Co m m unists were 
treating the British badly . It was a queer 
situatio n: while Do wning Street rushed to 
reco gnize Mao Tze-tung, he nev er reco g­ 
nized the British. He permitted trade with 
them thro ugh Ho ngko ng and Shanghai, but 
he wo uld no t write a treaty o r ev en nego ­ 
tiate o ne. 
The tribulatio ns o f the British m erchant 
can o nly be understo o d by o ne who had 
liv ed am o ng them in 
the 
day s 
o f 
their 
greatness. The British firms were the prin­ 
cipal centers o f trade in each city . The lio ns 
o f the Ho ngko ng and Shanghai Bank, o ne 
smiling, 
o ne 
fro wning, 
were 
m arks 
o f 
wealth and po wer. Each Taipan liv ed in a 
great ho use in which he entertained like a 
king. His Chinese co m prado r was likely to 
be am o ng the richest o f Chinese. The FC 
ish clubs determined the so cial life o f ' 
city . 
And I must say that, m an fo r man, the 
ty pe o f Britisher who c a m e to China to 
trade o r to serv e as a go v ernm ent o fficial 
was generally superio r in quality and train­ 
ing to mo st o ther Euro peans. If he was no t

Man y child ren are born with 
this d efect, an d even more be­ 
come cross-eyed when they are 
two or three years old . T reatm en t 
started as soon as the con d ition 
is d etected will save m uch effort 
an d hard ship later on . 
Cross-eye, or squin t, refers to 
an y con d ition in which the eyes 
d o n ot have the n ormal relation ­ 
ship to each other. T h a t is, they 
d o n ot actually have to cross. 
About two out of every hun d red 
child ren in the Un ited States 
d evelop the d efect. 
The common est types of cross- 
eye are those th a t turn in an d 
those th a t tu rn out; of these two. 
there are more th a t turn in . The 
d efect may be in a sin gle eye or 
in both. 
In some child ren , the eyes are 
always crossed . In other cases,

THERE IS AN easy assumption in the 


public mind that the oil strike uh ii be set­ 


tled before a critical shortage of gasoline 


and other petroleum products develops.

invoking the Taft-Hartley Act which he de­ 
spises That law would provide an 80-dav 
injunction against the strike, with some 
chance of a settlement being reached be­ 
fore the expiration of that period. 
Leaders of organized labor are deter­ 
mined to put wages as high as possible be­ 
fore Congress makes swe eping changes in 
the controls system. It may bt helpful, too, 
in their view, to cut petroleum supplies 
back so that a developing over-supply situ­ 
ation is eliminated. 


But the t h r o t t lin g o f Americ a t h r o u g h in ­ 
dustryw ide strikes is too strong a medi­ 
cine for the country to swallow, dose after 
dose. The problem demands a solution, and 
it is up to Congress to supply it.

During China’s past century of civil war 
and tribulation, it has been British policy 
to bend to local Conditions rather than to 
insist upon general principles. In pursuit of 
this policy they promoted their trade 


This goes back a distance in the history 
of China, For instance during the Tai ping j 
Rebellion (1848-1865). it was British policy I 
to support the Manchu dynasty against the 
i pi els, but Shanghai, Han. kong and Nan-j 
k ng did business w ith the i'aipings in spite 
of their peculiarities, Oui ing Sun Yat-scn’s 
first succ essful revolution (1911), the sam e 
program was followed, a thriving business : 
tanng done with the revolutionary forces,, 
who were almost immediately 
recognized 
upon their victory. Similarly, when Chiang 
Kai-shek established his government in 
Nanking in 1927, the British vied with the 
Americans as to who w ould be the first to I 
recognize Chiang. 
Even when local governments cam e into 
power during the period of the Tuchuns 
(1916-1927), although the se warlords could 
not ce recognized, close i elations were es­ 
tablished by all countries with them and 
the British wei e particularly adept in their 
handling of some of them. For instance, ! 
Chang Tso-iin was for many years the mas- \ 
ter of Manchuria, ignoring the authority of 
the recognized national government. Ail j 
foreign powers paid court to him. 
Thus, when ’ho Communists conquered 
China in 1949, the British position simpli- 
tied itself to the fact that the area was held 
by the blighters and they might just as well 
get on with business. Thev sw iftly recog­ 
nized Mao-Tze-tung’s government to the 
disadvantage of the United States. Hong­ 
kong in 1950 and 1951 did such a thriving 
business as it had never known before and i 
for a time it was British policy to describe 
Mao as an Oriental Tito. 
But toward the end of 1951. the business 
tapered off, principally because the Uni­ 
ted States could not understand how the 
British could sell materials useful in war 
which the Chinese Communists were using 
not only to kill Amene ans but some British, j 
Besides, the Cairn .-e Communists w ere * 
treating the British badly, It was a queer 
situation: while Downing Street rushed to 
recognize Mao Tze-tung, he never r t c o g - 1 
nixed the British, lie permitted trade with 
them through Hongkong and Shanghai, but 
he would not write a treaty or even nego­ 
tiate one.

Tornadp "weather,” say s the fed 
cml weather bureau here, is "hot, 
sticky day s with southerly 
winds 
and a threatening, ominous sky .” 
But 
it adds, many such day s oc­ 
cur without tornadoes. 
Meteorolog ist Ted Pierce issued 
what he terms "tornado sa fety 
rules" 
and 
"tornado 
informa ­ 
tion.” Since 
the 
season 
is 
a p­ 
proaching, he said, it seem s de­ 
sirable that people be informed 
about the nature of the tornadoes 
and what people can do to pro­ 
tect themselv es. 
Here are some of the highlights 
of Pierce’s bulletin: 
Where tornadoes can occur: Any 
place in the United States at any 
time of the y ear. 
They happen 
most frequently in the Midwestern, ! 
Southern and Centra! states from 
March through September. 
Tornado frequency : R e c o r d s 
show the av erage number of day s 
wi .1 tornadoes v aries from sev en 
per y ear (Kansas) to one in 
70 
y ears (Nev ada). National av erage 
is 142 tornadoes a y ear.

hiOW TO recognize 
a 
tornado: 
Usually observ ed as a funnel-shap­ 
ed cloud, spinning rapidly , and ex ­ 
tending toward the earth from the 
base of a thundercloud. When close 
by . it sounds like the roar of hun­ 
dreds of airplanes. 
Time of day : Mostly between 3 
p. rn. and 6 p. rn., but they hav e 
occurred at all hours. 
Direction of trav el: In most ca s­ 
es they mov e from southwest 
to 
northeast. Length of path: Usually 
IO to 40 miles. Speed of trav el: 25 
to 40 miles per hour av erage: wind 
speed as high as 500 miles per 
hour. 
What y ou can do to protect y our­ 
self: 
lf time permits, go to a cella r, 
ca v e or underground ex ca v a tion. 
If in open country , mov e at right 
a ngles to the torna do’s path. An 
automobile can often 
outrun 
a 
tornado. 
If there is no time to escape, lie 
flat in the nearest depression of the 
road, field or street. 
If in a city or town, seek inside 
shelter, preferably in a structural , 
steel building. Do 
not 
approach 
windows. In homes, the southwest 
basement corner of a frame house 
offers greater 
safety than 
in a 
brick 
or 
stone 
house. 
Standing 
against the inside wall of a lower 
floor of an office building 
offers 
some protection. 
Finally , say s the bulletin, do not 
become ex cited. Pierce say s peo­ 
ple hav e been killed by running out 
into streets and by turning back 
into the path of a tornado.

is happening in Germany 
Monday —U. S.. Britain and France ; 
signing a peace treaty with Ger­ 
many —is the lastest scene in a 
great modern drama. 
This treaty is part of a desire 
of the West to build such strength 
thaj the Sov iet com m issa rs would 
be forced into peace by fear of 
what faces them if they trv war. I 
In ihe Eastern zone of Germany , 
occupied by Russia, about 18 mil­ 
lion Germans liv e tinder the Com­ 
munist thumb. The three Western 
zones—-occupied by the U. S., Brit­ 
ain, and France—hav e 50 
million 
Germans. And that Western arca 
of Germany is the greatest indus­ 
trial center in Europe. 
\\ hen it 
became clear 
Russia 
wouldn't let div ided Germany re­ 
unite ex cept under Russian terms, 
the West let the Germans in their 
zones form the Western 
German 
Republic.

IT IS WITH 
that 
republic—not 
Russian-dominated 
Eastern 
Ger­ 
many —that the peace treaty is to 
be signed Monday . It is not a com­ 
plete treaty . The West didn't agree 
to relinquish all control. 
For

the 
right to interv ene if the Western 
German Republic was threatened 
with ov erthrow' by internal rev olt. 
In other words if the Communists ' 
tried rev olution, 
the West could 
step in. 
But the peace

On Deadly Storms

26—^ T o r ­ 
nado time is here. 
Torn adj) “ weather,” says the fed 
era! weather bureau here, is “ hot, 
sticky days with southerly 
winds 
and a threatening 
ominous sky.” 
But 
it adds 
many such days o c­ 
cur without tornadoes. 


Meteorologist Ted Pierre issued 
what he terms * tornado 
safety 
rules” 
and 
“ tornado 
informa­ 
tion,” Since 
the 
season 
is 
ap­ 
proaching, he said, it seems de­ 
sirable that people he informed 
about the nature of the tornadoes 
and what people tan do to pro­ 
tect themselves. 
Here are some of the highlights 
of Pierce s bulletin: 
Where tornadoes can occur: Any 
place in the United States at any 
time of

year.

most frequently in the Midwestern, 
Southern and Central states from 
March through September.

.TOW TO recognize 
a 
tornado: 
Usually observed as a funnel-shap­ 
ed cloud, spinning rapidly, and ex ­ 
tending toward the earth from the 
base of a thundercloud. When close 
by, it sounds like the roar of hun­ 
dreds of airplanes. 
Time of day; Mostly between 3 
p 
rn. and fi p. rn,, but they have 
occurred at all hours. 
Direction of travel: In most c a s­ 
es they move from southwest 
to 
northeast. length of path: Usually 
IO to 40 miles.

What you can do to protect your­ 
self: 
lf time permits, go to a cellar, 
cave or underground excavation.

If there is no time to escape, lie 
flat in the nearest depression of the 
road, field or street. 
If in a city or town, seek inside 
shelter, preferably in a structural 
steel building.

Standing 
against the inside wall of a lower

Discarded storage batteries may 
be useless for starting motors, but 
they can still pack a lethal punch 
when it comes to killing livestock, 
Pickaw ay County f a r m e r s are 
awarned. 
Batteries left lying a r o u n d 
barnyards, feedlots, or 
pastures 
ran be a deadly source of lead 
poisoning to farm 
animals, ex ­ 
perts say. 
Lead poisoning can occur 
when 
an animal licks old batteries, eats 
orchard gras* that has been treated 
with lead arsenate, or licks paints, 
ointments, or salves which contain 
lead. 
Authorities 
also 
recommended 
that farm ers check 
against 
five 
additional livestock poisoning haz 
ardu; 


1 1) Mercury poisoning from e a t­ 
ing seed grain that has been tre at­ 
ed with mercury. 
(2) Rat poisons, including w ar­ 
farin, if sufficient amounts 
a r e 
consumed over a long period 
of 
time. 
(3 ) Chemical weed killers which 
may contain substances 
poisonous 
to stock. 
(4 ) Grasshopper poisons, such as 
arsenic-treated bran. 
(5 ) Highway surfacing oil which 
rains may wash into pastures. 
F a rm e rs who suspect a case of 
livestock poisoning are urged to get 
a veterinarian

In the Eastern zone of G erm any, 
occupied by Russia, about 18 mil­ 
lion Germans live tinder the Com­ 
munist thumb. The three Western 
zones—occupied by the U. S., B rit­ 
ain, and F ran ce—have 50 
million 
Germans. And that Western urea 
of Germany is the greatest indus­ 
trial center in Europe. 


When it 
became 
clear 
Russia 
wouldn't let divided G erm any re ­ 
unite except under Russian term s, 
the West let the Germans in their 
zones form the Western 
German 
Republic. 
•

• 


IT IS WITH 
that 
republic—not 
Russian-dominated 
Eastern 
G er­ 
many—that the peace treaty is to 
be signed Monday. It is not a co m ­ 
plete treaty The West didn’t agree 
to relinquish all control. 
For 
instance, 
it 
reserved 
the 
ri^ht to intervene if the 
Western 
German Republic was 
threatened 
with overthrow’ by internal revolt. 
In other words if the Communists 
tried ievolution, 
the 
West 
could 
step in. 
But the peace 
treaty' itself

letting Germany

When Russia had become too
